Stefan Engels Germany 

Stefan Engels was awarded the"ConcertoGold Medal"atthe 1998 Calgary International 
Organ Competition. Professor of Organ at the University of Music and Theatre "Felix 
« yj Mendelssohn Bartholdy" in Leipzig, he has shaped the Church Music Institute into a 

^fl centre for organ performance and pedagogy of international acclaim. Founder and 
^> ^fef Artistic Director of the European Organ Academy and the Karg-Elert Festtage, Engels 

is also Chairman of the Jury of the International Organ Improvisation Competition, Leipzig and in 2006 
was named Artistic Director of the Jordan International Organ Competition based at Columbus State 
University. He performs widely and has recorded two highly acclaimed CDs of works by Dupre (Naxos) 
and Karg-Elert, Reger, Messiaen and Germani (Priory) and the first of four CDs of the complete works of 
Karg-Elert (Priory). 

Thierry Escaich France 

Thierry Escaich teaches improvisation and composition at the Paris Conservatoire where 
he himself won eight"Premier Prix'.'Succeeding Maurice Durufle at St Etienne-du-Mont, he 
tours internationally as a performing artist and is a unique figure who plays a prominent 
role in contemporary music creation. As a composer, his awards include the Blumenthal 
Prize (1989), the Prix des Lyceens (2002), the Grand Prix de la Musique symphonique 
(2004), and the Victoires de la Musique Composer of the Year award (2003, 2006, 201 1). Performers of his 
compositions include musicians of international standing and most recently his work for the New York City 
Ballet received its world-premiere performance. His numerous recordings have won many prestigious awards, 
and his passion for the cinema has led him to improvise film accompaniments on both piano and organ. 

Lorenzo Ghielmi Italy 

Organist of the Basilica di San Simpliciano in Milan and teaching organ, harpsichord 
and chamber music at the Istituto di Musica Antica in the Civica Scuola di Musica in 
Milan and the Schola Cantorum in Basel, Lorenzo Ghielmi has devoted many years to 
the study and performance of Renaissance and Baroque music and the interpretation 
of the works of Bach. Playing concerts throughout Europe, Japan and the United States, 
he is a member of the juries of several international organ competitions and is frequently invited to give 
lectures and master-classes worldwide. The author of a book on Nicolaus Bruhns, he has made many 
recordings for radio and disc with Harmonia Mundi, Winter & Winter, and Passacaille and his most recent 
recordings of the Handel and Haydn Organ Concertos were awarded a "Diapason d'or" 

Kalevi Kiviniemi Finland 

Travelling throughout most of the European countries, Russia, Japan, the Philippines, 
Australia, and the United States Kalevi Kiviniemi is one of the most internationally active 
Finnish instrumental musicians. As a recording artist he has not been equalled in Finland: 
the number of his recordings exceeds one hundred including important organs in Finland 
as well as historical instruments in the USA, Japan, the Philippines, France, Switzerland, 
Italy, and Germany. He has served as a jury member in many international organ competitions and was 
Artistic Director of the Lahti Organ Festival for ten years. His many awards include Pro Tavastica award (1997), 
the cultural award of the City of Lahti (1999) and the Lahti Inhabitant of the Year (2000), Luonnotar Award 
and Vaasan Jaakkoo prize (2003) and the Organum Society annual circulating prize (2004). 
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Kei Koito Japan/Switzerland 

Kei Koito was born in Kyoto into a family of artists. She graduated from the National 
University of Fine Arts and Music of Tokyo with first prize for organ and high distinctions 
in harpsichord, musical theory, chamber music, philosophyand musical aesthetics before 
going on to the Conservatoire de Geneve where she won many major prizes. Kei Koito 
studied organ with Pierre Segond and Xavier Darasse, early music with Luigi Ferdinando 
Tagliavini, Baroque music with Reinhard Goebel and orchestration and composition with Eric Gaudibert. As 
an organist, she has performed in major festivals in Asia, North and South America and throughout Europe. 
Based in Lausanne where she is a Professor of Organ at the Conservatoire, Kei Koito is also the Artistic Director 
of the Festival Bach de Lausanne which she established in 1997. 





Susan Landale UK 

After winning the first St Albans International Organ Festival in 1963, Susan Landale 
studied with Andre Marchal and now pursues a many-sided career of concert organist, 
cathedral organist, professor, and juror in prestigious organ competitions around the 
world. Her numerous CD recordings of the works of Messiaen,Vierne,Tournemire, Franck 
and Mendelssohn have received international acclaim and the highest awards from the 
French critics, and her studies of the organ works of Olivier Messiaen and Petr Eben have been translated 
into several languages. Susan Landale is Professor of Organ at the Royal Academy of Music, London, organist 
co-titulaire of Saint-Louis des Invalides, Paris, President of the Academie Andre Marchal, an Honorary Fellow of 
the Royal College of Organists and an Honorary Associate of the Royal Academy of Music. 

Alan Morrison USA 

Head of the Organ Department at The Curtis Institute of Music, Philadelphia, College 
Organist at Ursinus College, Collegeville and Adjunct Assistant Professor of Organ at 
Westminster Choir College, Alan Morrison is recognized as one of America's leading 
concert organists. In addition to extensive solo and orchestral performances in 
prestigious venues throughout the United States, Mr. Morrison has performed in 
festivals in Canada, Europe, and South America. He won top prizes in numerous competitions, among 
them the Calgary International Organ Festival and the Mader and Poister National Organ Competitions. 
Alongside radio and TV appearances, he has recorded ten critically acclaimed CDs for Gothic Records, ACA 
Digital Recording,and DTR and as a champion of twentieth and twenty-first century American composers 
he has premiered important works by a number of distinguished composers.

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ADVICE ON RECORDING 



Use the best expertise and equipment available to you. The organ demands high technical standards 
of recording. 

Do not use automatic level controls as they affect the dynamic range. Ensure that in the loudest pas- 
sage of your programme that there is no peak level distortion. 

Avoid using too many microphones. It should be possible to obtain a good recording with just one 
stereo microphone. 

Listen to how the organ sounds in the building. Walk around until you find the place where it sounds 
best, and try placing the microphone(s) there.Take particular care that the different divisions are in a 
similar aural perspective, e.g. that a'ruckpositiv'does not sound too close in relation toother divisions. 

Make a test recording and check that there is enough natural reverberation to blend the sounds, but 
not so much that clarity is lost.

5. Preliminary Recorded Round 

You may submit your recordings by uploading to a file 
server. Full details will be found on the website. Encoding 
using WAV, Apple Lossless or High Quality MP3 is 
acceptable. If you wish to submit your recording on CD, 
it should be sent with your application documents. You 
should keep a copy in case your files become corrupted, 
or your CD is lost in transit. 



Each piece must be played in a continuous performance 
and must not be cut or edited; however dividing 
the recording into tracks separating the pieces and 
movements is allowed and helpful. Your recording must 
be made using a pipe organ. Different instruments may 
be used for each piece. A statement must be provided, 
signed by a professional musician who has witnessed 
your performances. 

Please remember that the judges will decide whether 
you will be invited to take part in the competition 
rounds at St Albans on the strength of your recorded 
performance alone. It is in your interest to ensure that 
it is of the highest technical quality,and advice is given 
on page 10. 

6. Notification 

You will be advised if you have been selected to proceed 
to the Quarter-Final rounds in St Albans by 6th April 2013. 

7. Correspondence 

Use of email is preferred, and the Competitions Secretary 
may be contacted at competitions@organfestival.com. 
Ensure that you configure any'Spam'or'Junkmail' 
filters on your computer to allow you to receive emails 
containing the word 'organ'and which are from 
competitions@organfestival.com 

8. Arrival and Registration in St Albans 

You should plan to be able to arrive in St Albans on 
or soon after Friday 5th July; arrival by competitors 
some days before the competitions is essential to allow 
scheduling of practice time on each organ. 
Registration in St Albans will take place on Wednesday, 
10th July, 2013. Failure to attend may result in 
disqualification from the competition. 

9. Practice time 

Practice times and facilities will be allocated by the 
Competitions Secretary and cannot be altered unless 
reasonable notice is given and special arrangements 
can be made. In the days leading up to Registration 
and the Competitions, practice time ofVAt hours for 
Interpretation candidates, and 1 hour for Improvisation 
candidates, is given on each of the three competition 
organs. This includes time on the Mander organ which 
is only used for the semi-final round; nevertheless 
the opportunity is given for early practice on this 
organ, to give those competitors who are successful 
in progressing to the semi-final round the maximum 
possible time to consider their approach to registration 
on this instrument.

Further practice time is given before each competition 
session as follows:

Semi-Final rounds 40 mins 

Final 2 hours 

Improvisation: All rounds 30 mins 

For semi-finalists an additional session of 1 hour will 
be allocated for rehearsal with the trumpeter. 
For competitors who enter both competitions, every effort 
will be made to ensure that they do not have a practice 
session for the interpretation competition between a 
practice session and performance for the improvisation 
competition, and vice versa, but this cannot be guaranteed. 
Many other organs will be available in St Albans for practice. 

1 0. Competitor Numbering 

You will be assigned a Competitor Number which you 
will keep for all rounds of the Competition. This will allow 
the jury to make their decisions based on your overall 
performance during the competition. 

11. Results 

The Jury's decisions are final. The Jury reserves the right 
to withhold the award of any prizes. 

12. Registrants 

Competitors are allowed the use of one registrant and are 
encouraged to bring their own, although this person must 
not be a past or present teacher of the competitor. Any 
competitor unable to bring his/her own registrant may 
request one to be arranged by the Competitions Secretary. 

13. Audience 

All Competition rounds in St Albans are played in 
public. Video links will be installed which will allow both 
audience and jurors to see the performer. 

14. Travel to St Albans from overseas 

The IOF will consider requests for help towards 
the cost of travel, to and from the UK, for overseas 
competitors who would otherwise be unable to enter 
the competition. If you need help, you should email the 
Competitions Secretary explaining your position, and 
this must be provided with your application. All relevant 
information must be given which should include 
estimated cost of travel, evidence of being a full or part- 
time student, and details of any paid employment. 
No consideration will be given if the request is not made at 
the time of application and by 16th March 2013. 

15. Admission to events 

Competitors and their partners or registrants are admitted 
free to all competition and festival events taking place in the 
Cathedral, St Saviour's Church and St. Peter's Church, and to any 
lecture taking place elsewhere as part of the Competition 
and Festival, subject to seats being available. For all other 
events, tickets at the advertised rate must be purchased. 



16. Accommodation 

Accommodation is provided for all competitors, and any 
registrant, free of charge in private houses on a bed and 
breakfast basis. All competitors are encouraged to stay 
for the whole of the Festival. Vouchers towards the cost 
of meals for competitors and their registrants will be 
provided from Thursday, 1 1th July onwards. 

1 7. Prizewinners' Concert 

Prizewinners are expected to take part in a public 
prize-giving ceremony and concert during the morning 
of Saturday 20th July in St Albans Cathedral. It will be at 
the discretion of the Artistic Director if other finalists, not 
awarded prizes, are asked to play. 

1 8. Feedback 

All candidates will be given the opportunity to discuss 
their performances with the jury, after they have 
completed performing in the competition. 

1 9. Recording/Broadcast 

The Competition rounds and the Prizewinners' concert, 
in whole or in part, may be recorded or broadcast 
on radio or television. In these circumstances, the 
performers will be unable to claim any fees and will have 
no further rights. 

20. Commissioned Work 

It is strictly forbidden for any competitor to play in public 
the Commissioned Work by Jon Laukvik,or allow others 
to do so using the copy supplied for the sole use of the 
competitor, before the IOF Competition round begins. 
Any breach of this rule will disqualify the candidate from 
the competition. 

21. Income Tax 

The International Organ Festival at St Albans is required 

by law to withhold UK income tax at the basic rate, 

currently 20%, from any prize or prizes in total in excess 

of £1 ,000 awarded to an overseas competitor. A tax 

deduction certificate will be provided. A repayment of 

some or all of the tax deducted may be obtained by 

submitting a UK IncomeTax Return.
